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WE  NOMINATE 

Robert  Francis  Mooney,  a  lifelong  resident  of  Prince- 
ton, who  last  Monday,  at  the  age  of  26,  was  awarded  a 
one-year  term  as  Clerk  of  the  135-year-old  Borough  of 
Princeton.  Succeeding  the  late,  beloved  Edgar  Carl  War- 
ren, Mooney — on  the  threshold  of  a  highly  promising 
public  career — has  been  catapaulted  into  a  position  in 
which  he  will  have  countless  opportunities  to  implement 
his  belief  that  the  best  interests  of  a  community's  citizens 
are  the  be-alls  and  end-alls  of  municipal  administration. 

An  alumnus  of  St.  Paul's  Parochial  School  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Class  of  1939  at  Princeton  High  School, 
Mooney  in  many  respects  symbolizes  the  potentialities  of 
a  generation  that  mastered  the  art  of  war  before  coming 
to  know  the  ways  of  peace.  Some  two  years  ago  he  re- 
turned from  the  Navy,  resumed  his  duties  with  the  local 
Western  Union  office  and  in  March,  1946,  joined  the 
Borough's  administrative  staff.  There  was  nothing  political 
about  his  original  appointment,  for  Warren — after  re- 
ceiving authorization  to  search  out  an  assistant — ap- 
proached Mooney  "out  of  a  clear  blue  sky." 

Upon  completing  his  formal  education,  Mooney  was 
trained  as  a  Western  Union  teletype  operator  and  de- 
livery manager  and  then  devoted  three-plus  years  to  the 
Navy's  complex  communications  system.  His  service  in- 
cluded 25  consecutive  months  on  Bora  Bora,  key  Pacific 
fueling-station  near  Tahiti,  where  any  interest  he  might 
have  developed  in  communications  was  deadened  by  ham- 
mering out  or  receiving  code  for  seemingly  interminable 
stretches. 

Last  month,  the  day  before  Warren's  death,  Mooney 
was  designated  Deputy  Borough  Clerk  in  recognition  of 
his  contributions  to  the  functioning  of  the  Borough's 
nerve-center.  Frequently  commended  for  his  ability  to 
assimilate  new  responsibilities,  he  is  currently  investing 
evenings  and  weekends  in  the  study  of  municipal  finance 
adminstration.  Mooney  is  an  active  member  of  Mercer 
Engine  Company  Number  3,  is  on  the  roster  of  the 
American  Legion's  Princeton  Post  Number  76  and,  like 
former  varsity  athletes  the  country  over,  retains  all  of 
his  "youthful  enthusiasm"  for  sports,  occasionally  touring 
an  18-hole  course  in  the  respectable  80's. 

For  accepting  what  has  been  described  as  the  Borough's 
highest  non- elective  office  in  the  same  spirit  in  which  it 
was  offered;  for  his  determination  to  maintain  the  stan- 
dards of  service  bequeathed  to  Borough  affairs  by  his 
distinguished  predecessor;  for  meriting  the  support  of  his 
older  associates  at  a  time  when  most  men  his  age  are 
still  feeling  their  way  forward;  he  is  Town  Topics'

mobile  agency,  was  seriously  burned 
when  the  DC-3  in  which  he  was  flying 
crashed  near  Washington. 

Former  mayor  Minot  Morgan  again 
urged  in  an  AVC-sponsored  address  at 
Avalon  that  the  borough  and  township 
school  districts  merge;  that  the  two  mu- 
nicipalities engage  in  frequent  joint 
planning;  that  the  city-manager  plan 
be  adopted  here.  Terming  the  Erdman 
(or  any  other  part-time)  administration 
"absentee  landlordism,"  Mr.  Morgan 
called  Princeton  "too  complex  a  com- 
munity to  be  run  with  complete  effici- 
ency by   a  group   of  volunteers." 

"A  city-manager  could  save  his  own 
salary  in  six  months,"  he  commented 
Tuesday  night,  and  forthwith  threw  fuel 
on  the  hot  stove  in  the  political  league: 
"I  very  much  doubt  the:  Republicans 
have  another  member  in  their  party 
other  than  Dr.  Erdman  who  is  willing 
to  hold  the  office  of  mayor.  I  know 
from  personal  experience  that  there  is 
no  Democrat  or  independent  willing  to 
undertake  its  complex  responsibilities 
today  and  continue  his  own  full-time 
job."
